WHEREAS, Proposition 34 would end the death penalty in California if passed in November, and 

would convert the sentences of death row inmates to life in prison without the possibility 
of parole; and, 

WHEREAS, Convicted murderers and rapists will remain in prison until they die, with no hope of ever 
getting out, and will have to work and pay restitution for their crimes. 

WHEREAS, the state of California is on track to spend $1 billion over the next 5 years if the death 
penalty continues to be legal; and, 

WHEREAS, People of color have accounted for a disproportionate 43 % of total executions since 1976 
and 55 % of those currently awaiting execution; and, 

WHEREAS, Almost two-thirds of the current population of juvenile offenders on death row are persons 
of color; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Associated Students of the University (ASUC) officially 
supports Proposition 34 . 

BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, that the ASUC President, External Affairs Vice President, and the 
Senate be directed to send a campus-wide educational email to the student body explaining the pros and 
cons of Proposition 34 and the importance of voting in the 2012 election. 
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A Bill in Support of Proposition 36, Changes in the "Three Strikes" Law 2012

WHEREAS, The current Three Strikes law imposes a life sentence for any felony — even minor 

nonviolent crimes such as shoplifting or simple drug possession — if the defendant has 
two prior serious or violent felony convictions. 



WHEREAS, Proposition 36 revises the "three strikes" law to impose a life sentence only when the new 
felony conviction is for serious or violent crime. 



WHEREAS, Since the law's enactment, more than 8,500 prisoners have been sentenced to life in prison 
for solely nonviolent crimes - as minor as shoplifting or drug possession, and the 
enormous influx of life sentences has clogged our prison system, cost the state millions of 
dollars and removed people from society for relatively minor transgressions; and, 



WHEREAS, Proposition 36 will eliminate unnecessary, harsh and ineffective life sentences for minor 
nonviolent crimes, and sentence those who commit repeated low-level offenses to twice 
the ordinary sentence.; and, 



WHEREAS, The enormous influx of life sentences has clogged our prison system, cost the state 

millions of dollars and removed people from society for relatively minor transgressions. 



WHEREAS, The passage of Proposition 36 would save 100 million dollars a year to taxpayers- in 

which this money could be used to fund schools, fight crime and reduce the state deficit. 2 



WHEREAS, The sentences resulting from the three strikes law is highly disproportionate sending a 
high number of minorities to prison; and, 3

WHEREAS, there is currently no dedicated space on campus intended or equipped to unite and

WHEREAS, The ASUC continues to be a leader in creating sustainable change on the UC Berkeley 
campus; and 

WHEREAS, On April 5-7, 201 1, the UC Berkeley Student Body passed the "End the Sale of Bottled 
Water" referenda by a 5:1 margin 6 ; and 

WHEREAS, in September 201 1 the ASUC Senate unanimously passed SB09, "A Bill in Support of the 
UC Berkeley Take Back the Tap Initiative" that Resolved: 

. . .that water is a human right and should be protected as a public trust; and 

The ASUC calls upon the Campus Community, including the Graduate Assembly, 
Academic Senate, Staff, and Administration, to join in common effort to "Take Back the 
Tap" and will devote its peoplepower and resources towards this campaign; and 

The Mission of the Take Back the Tap Initiative (TBTT) is to generate awareness of the 
social and environmental impacts of the plastic water bottle industry whilst creating a 
space for students to disengage from the practice of purchasing disposable water bottles; 
and 

The Objectives of the "Take Back the Tap" Initiative are as follows: 1) ban entirely the 
sale of disposable water bottles on campus by 2014 or earlier; 2) educate students about 
the social, environmental, and economic harms of dependence on disposable water 
bottles and to promote sustainable alternatives; 3) foster awareness and promote use of 
existing bottle refill stations while encouraging the installation of additional refill stations 
around campus; 4) and actualize UC Berkeley's sustainability goals, including the 
Climate Action Plan's commitment to zero waste by 2020; and 

in November of 201 1 passed SB 140 "A Bill in Continued Support of UCB Take Back 
the Tap Initiative" funding the campaign $1000 split between Senate Contingency and 
Senate Only for campaign supplies including banner, campaign stickers, posters, 
canteens, and paint; and

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WHEREAS, Since the passage of SB09 and SB 140 the UC Berkeley Take Back the Tap Initiative has 
had many successes and endorsements; and 

WHEREAS, in Spring 2012 the Cal Student Store became the first major campus vendor to pull bottled 
water off its shelves and has promoted refillable canteens; and 

WHEREAS, the Academic Senate Student Affairs Committee endorsed the UCB Take Back the Tap 
Initiative in Spring 2012; and 

WHEREAS, The Residential Hall Assembly endorsed the UCB Take Back the Tap Initiative in Spring 
2012; and 

WHEREAS, EarthWeek 2012 both Yali's and FSM Cafe participated in a Bottle Water Free Week to 
educate students about the social and environmental impacts of disposable plastic water 
bottles; and 

WHEREAS, In May of 2012 the Beverage Alliance, consisting of the ASUC Auxiliary, Recreational 
Sports, Department of Intercollegiate Athletics, and RSSP, finalized a contract with 
PepsiCo for 10 years; and 

WHEREAS, This contract should be available for Senators as ASUC Officials to read through a formal 
request; and 

WHEREAS, In this contract $15,000 per year goes to "sustainability" related projects to be decided by 
a committee lead by the TGIF Coordinator; and 

WHEREAS, In an April meeting with both the ASUC President Loomba and GA President Navab 

present as well as former Senator Elliot Goldstein the Beverage Alliance agreed to meet 
in the Fall semester to further discuss ways of using advertising dollars to educate 
students about the harms of bottle water consumption; and 

WHEREAS, In June 2012 UC Berkeley became the first university in the world to embrace the Plastic 
Disclosure Project, designed to create "plastic footprints" and do accurate accounting of 
plastic use/waste on campus; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, The ASUC continues its support of the UC Berkeley Take Back 
the Tap Initiative and its stated objectives; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, The ASUC will continue to provide its peoplepower and resources 
towards educating students about the environmental and social costs of disposable plastic water bottles; 
and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, The ASUC Senate asks the ASUC President to call a meeting in the 
next month with the Beverage Alliance to discuss how concurrent educational and policy goals can be 
worked into their respective departments; and 
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THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, The ASUC Senate will fund the Take Back the Tap Campaign for 
the 2012-2013 school year the following, $500 from Senate Only and $1000 from Senate Contingency;

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A Bill in Support of the Berkeley Student Cooperative's Blanket Exemption from 
the City of Berkeley's Affordable Housing Mitigation Fee 



Authored by Senator Jorge Pacheco 
Sponsored by Senator Nolan Pack 



WHEREAS, the Associated Students of the University of California (ASUC) has been a leader in 
advocating for the City of Berkeley and the University of California, (UC) Berkeley to 
adopt policies and programs that will facilitate the creation of affordable student housing 
near the campus; and, 



WHEREAS, in Fall 201 1, the ASUC Senate passed Senate Bill 106, authored and sponsored by former 
Berkeley Student Cooperative (BSC) Vice President of External Affairs Alex Ghenis, 
former Senator Noah Ickowitz, former Senator Elliot Goldstein and former ASUC 
External Affairs Vice President Joey Freeman, "A Bill in Support of Expanding 
Affordable Student Housing" that Resolved: 

• That the ASUC External Affairs Vice President will author a letter distributed to each 
Berkeley City Council member urging the City of Berkeley to exempt affordable 
student rental housing, as defined in the criteria above, from the City's proposed 
developer fee; and, 



WHEREAS, the City of Berkeley has passed an ordinance which enables the establishment of the 

Affordable Housing Mitigation Fee, a fee that would tax new rental housing developers 
that are not providing affordable housing; and, 

WHEREAS, the revenue generated by this fee will be committed to the City's Housing Trust Fund and 
be made available to help increase the supply of affordable housing via subsidizing 
affordable housing development; and, 

WHEREAS, affordable housing development is intended to be exempt from the Affordable Housing 
Mitigation Fee because it directly contributes to the affordable housing supply and does 
not need to be mitigated; and, 

WHEREAS, student rental housing dominates the rental housing market in the City of Berkeley, 
particularly in the neighborhoods surrounding UC Berkeley; and, 

WHEREAS, the purpose of the City's proposed developer fee to support affordable housing would be 
profoundly defeated and economically burdening to City's student population, which is 
approximately one-third of the total City's population, if affordable student housing 
organizations like the BSC were subject to the fee; and, 

WHEREAS, the BSC, a 501(c)(3) non-profit housing cooperative with the mission of providing a 

quality, low-cost, cooperative housing community to university students at UC Berkeley 
and other Bay Area colleges and universities, thereby providing an educational 
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opportunity for students who might not otherwise be able to afford a university 
education; and, 

WHEREAS, the BSC presently has within its 20 democratically run student housing cooperatives over 
1,300 student members, all of whom contribute their daily labor to the maintenance of 
their homes to help keep housing costs affordable for the entire BSC community; and, 



WHEREAS, as an affordable housing organization, the BSC meets and exceeds the spirit of the 
ordinance by providing affordable rents to low-income residents, for instance: 
1. The BSC apartments are well below the market rents for Berkeley, meeting the 
Affordable Housing Mitigation Fee standards. 



2. The BSC grants priority in occupancy to UC Berkeley's Educational Opportunity 
Program (EOP) students, who represent approximately 35% of the total BSC 
occupancy. EOP students must meet the following three criteria: 

a. Low-income (Pell Grant eligible as verified by Financial Aid). 

b. First Generation College Student (Parent(s) have not graduated from a four- 
year college or University in the U.S.) 

c. California Resident (or Tribally registered Native American from any state). 

3. The BSC rates are well below 60% of the comparable room and board rates charged 
by the UC Berkeley dormitories, which are approximately twice the price of the 
BSC's rates when comparing student-housing rates. 



WHEREAS, as a non-profit, it would be cost-prohibitive to the BSC to individually verify members' 
incomes in order to qualify for an exemption as the Affordable Housing Mitigation Fee 
currently requires; and, 



WHEREAS, the Affordable Housing Mitigation Fee fails to acknowledge the unique attributes of 

student housing, and the City of Berkeley would be acting irresponsibly by ignoring the 
need for affordable student housing especially during our present times of increasing 
tuition; and, 



WHEREAS, the Affordable Housing Mitigation Fee would frustrate and impede the BSC's mission of 
providing a quality, low-cost, cooperative housing community to university students at 
UC Berkeley and other Bay Area colleges and universities, thereby providing an 
educational opportunity for students who might not otherwise be able to afford a 
university education, due to the fact that the Affordable Housing Mitigation Fee would 
increase rates for all of the BSC tenants; 



THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the ASUC takes a stand and urges the City of Berkeley, 
especially during our present times of rising tuition, to support affordable student housing and the low- 
income student community that the BSC prioritizes, and grant the BSC a blanket exemption to the 
Affordable Housing Mitigation Fee, which would: 

1. Allow the BSC to expand and provide more affordable housing without needless 
financial burden on the organization and membership. 
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2. Partially address the glaring absence of any mention of student housing in the 
Affordable Housing Mitigation Fee. 

3. Not open the door for other developers to seek an exemption based solely on low 
rents. 



BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, that the ASUC External Affairs Vice President will author a letter and 
distribute it to each Berkeley City Council member expressing the ASUC's stance and urging the City of 
Berkeley to grant the BSC a blanket exemption from the Affordable Housing Mitigation Fee, for the 
said reasons above.

2. The ASUC Senate shall form a Temporary Committee on the Selection of the 
Director of Disabled Students Accommodation Fund, which will consist of five 
Senators, by the second week of the Fall Session, as appointed by the Executive Vice 
President. 

2.2 Director of Disabled Students Accommodation Fund 

1. The Director shall be in charge of all duties related to the aforementioned fund. 
Including, but not limited to, advertisement, application process, and disbursement of 
funding in collaboration with OSA advisors. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that Title XXVI, Article II to read: 
Article II: Management

1. The Director shall be both the ASUC LEAD Center Advisor as well as in charge of 
all duties related to the aforementioned fund.

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A Bill to Create an ASUC Senate SURGE Advisory Committee

WHEREAS, The 2012-2013 Academic Year marks a transitional period within the Associated 
Students of the University of California (ASUC) due to fundamental changes in the 
structure of the, ASUC, the ASUC Auxiliary, and the implementation of Bringing Energy 
And Revitalization to Sproul (BEARS) Initiative; and, 

WHEREAS, The BEARS Initiative, passed in the spring of 2010 through the collective efforts of 
elected officials in the ASUC and campus administrators, will completely rebuild the 
building that is currently Eshleman Hall and provide substantial renovations to Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Student Union, and the Cesar Chavez Student Learning Center; and, 

WHEREAS, While Eshleman Hall, MLK, Jr. Student Union, and the Cesar Chavez Student Learning 
Center are under construction, the ASUC Student Government, ASUC Auxiliary, Cal 
Corps Public Service Center, Daily Californian, Open Computing Facility, Publications 
Center, Blue & Gold Yearbook, and all student organizations will be relocated to 
temporary spaces both on and off campus; and, 

WHEREAS, Under the direction of the ASUC Executive Vice Presidents' (EVP) Office, this 
transition, known holistically as "SURGE," began over the summer of 2012, with student 
organizations relocating to the Hearst Gymnasium and Hearst Field Annex, located 
directly south of Barrows hall, as their temporary home; and, 

WHEREAS, SURGE is a massive undertaking that has been taken years of planning with the input of 
numerous student organizations; and, 

WHEREAS, Due to the level of intricacy surrounding SURGE, this process has redefined the 
importance of space allocation as a responsibility of the EVP and it has also reinforced 
the necessity of physical space for student organizations, which should not be taken for 
granted; and, 

WHEREAS, Despite the best efforts of the EVP Office Staff, issues and obstacles continue to arise 
from a vast array of student organizations, with complaints ranging from access to 
storage capacity, etc.; and, 

WHEREAS, As the democratically elected body serving all students on campus, the ASUC Senate 
collectively represents all student organizations and has an obligation to provide feedback 
and input in offering solutions; and, 
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WHEREAS, SURGE architects, Noll & Tarn, along with administrators from the Department of 
Capital Projects have relied heavily on input from student organizations but have never 
sought the direct input from the ASUC Senate; and, 

WHEREAS, It is imperative that the ASUC Senate be more involved in the decision-making process 
for SURGE since each senator represents a particular constituency of student 
organizations and collectively, all senators represent the entire campus; and, 

WHEREAS, The 2012-2013 EVP Chief Deputy of Facilities and Space Management, Briana 
Mullen, has personally requested for more support from the ASUC Senate in 
overseeing the SURGE process; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, The ASUC create a temporary committee to meet for the 2012- 
2013 Academic Year, charged with maintaining direct accountability to the Senate from the EVP Office, 
Capital Projects, Noll & Tarn, and other campus administrators, and provide recommendations on how 
to proceed with each obstacle; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, This committee will be referred to as the "ASUC 
Senate SURGE Advisory Committee," and be comprised of the following as voting members: 

1) 3 ASUC Senators minimum, 5 ASUC Senators maximum 

2) The Chief Deputy of Facilities and Space Management in the EVP Office, 

and as non- voting, ex-officio members: 

1) The ASUC President, 

2) The ASUC EVP, 

3) The ASUC Attorney General 

THEREFORE BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, This committee is formally created and senators be 
appointed after the immediate passing of this bill.
